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Understanding the Adolescent 


There span life between child- 
hood and adulthood when the individual 
neither adult nor child. This period 
called the teen-age years. The changes 
which come over our youngsters during 
these maturing years will greatly influence 
their reactions. The adolescent’s behavior 
will depend his physical structure, his 
rearing, his process adjustment, and his 
environment. When all these factors have 
been studied, then, and only then, can 
consider the problem behavior. 

Burt defines delinquent child 
whose “antisocial tendencies appear 
grave that becomes, ought become, 
the subject official action.” states 
that delinquency problem socio- 
logical rather than psychological factors. 
Today, however, has been admitted 
most authorities that psychological factors 
play large part the life every 
delinquent teen-ager, that instead 
locking him behind bars criminal, 
placed under medical treatment. 

The first step this important direction 
was the organization juvenile courts. 
has been the duty these courts take 
care the youthful lawbreaker, who needs 
understanding and protection, rather than 
punishment.

neurotic and also delinquent, will pos- 
sess more aggressive spirit, will show 
signs sociability and, above all, more 
activity. This energy and drive within him 
will usually end some form conduct 
opposed the interests society. Many 
delinquent characters with psychopathic 
tendency have high I.Q. This type will 
begin his activities against society earlier 
than the regular delinquent and will react 
abnormal way his surroundings. 
One his outstanding characteristics his 
selfishness. 

the United States judge indi- 
vidual his character. our country 
judge character his actions. There- 
fore must develop specific principles 
our youth; later on, more abstract ones. 
must impress these truths upon the 
student deeply that they will rule his 
actions until death. 


Teaching Values

ideals these youngsters. found that 
those with high ideals tended have 
good reputation, but those with low stand- 
ards were not necessarily marked low 
reputation. found that the teen-ager 
lacked interest the desires society. 

The teen-ager will learn the correct 
values from his elders and from his own

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Society may set certain moral 
standards, but many groups society will 
put different interpretation upon these 
standards. The teen-ager does admire his 
own “pals.” wants make im- 
pression upon them and will follow them 
the matter dress, speech, and activi- 
ties. know from experience that any 
teacher who opposes the standards these 
particular groups young people will cause 
the teen-ager rebel. teacher have 
found lack sameness the pupils 
advance age; but have also found that 
the student will obey ideas and rules that 
please him his group. must admit 
that student longs see things changed, 
and this attitude often will lead him 
destruction rather than moral growth. 

view these observations seems 
necessary ground all obedience upon 
reason. only this manner that 
can, teachers, hope instill solid virtue 
the teen-ager. The student today 
should encouraged think not only 
the things that come along each day, but 
think deeply the truths and principles 
which underlie modern living. 


Cultivate Students’ Interests 

Yet the teacher tries develop the 
student’s talents and personality. During 
these growing years there great deal 
pressure upon the student, both from 
within and without. tempted inde- 
pendence thought and judgment, and 
has within himself uncertain feelings 
moods and impulses. His physical develop- 
ment, I.Q., self-control, emotions, and his 
ideals will have effect his whole 
being. testing the child order see 
how has learned from previous years 
adjust himself, the teacher parent 
will able judge whether suitable 
unsuitable for further integration. 

Battle cries and feelings guilt 
present because tensions within. All 
these conflicts will come about his being 
torn between two duties, duties toward his 
elders and duties toward his “pals.” 
keep peace both sides. con- 
scientious fellow, his double life will 
very disturbing him. The teacher must 
realize that she must willing let the 
students assume some responsibilities, not 
make things worse being overprotec- 
tive. Many teachers and parents are re- 
sponsible for the poor adjustments and 
attitudes toward God and the neighbor that 
their children express when going through 
this period serious change. 

Many teen-agers are frustrated these 
days. many times student will have 
goal reach and prevented from

How will react under this How 
will accept these splinters from the 
cross will determine the kind adjustive 
methods uses. 

There are two possible doors that may 
enter: (1) will act with aggression; 
for instance will have temper tantrums, 
will destroy property, will turn into 
“bully.” (2) will withdraw, avoiding 
situations which make him feel unsuccess- 
ful unwanted. think that every young- 
ster some time his life will enter these 
doors, but when either are carried ex- 
treme they will cause serious disorder 
his personality. The student can develop 
into neurotic psychotic personality. 

the study the juvenile delinquent 
few personality disorders are common: 
(1) moodiness, over- 
sensitiveness, 
lack interest. Characteristics such 
these may bear watching the classroom 
because student may develop into future 
schizoid temperament. (2) type anx- 
iety such fear crowds, germs, dirt, 
etc. The teen-ager has fear being made 
fool. Very often the classroom the 
birthplace phobia. (3) Fears tend- 
ency introspection and uncertainty which 
characterizes the teen-ager. The youngster 
begins lean toward scrupulosity. 
obsessed “maybe.” just cannot 
make his own mind about his own state 
affairs. 

help the student fight against the 
enemies his personality must made 
face realities. must know himself. 
should taught face all problems 
squarely and, above all, accept all kinds 
crosses without being crushed under the 
load. 


Teach Them Work 

One method helping our students 
keep their minds occupied with enough 
work and play that they can make the 
change from childhood adulthood with- 
out too much emotional disturbance. 
many our schools emphasize the 
matter helping the student choose 
type work, and then prepare him for it. 
should taught how work. Work 
deals with true state affairs and will 
also teach him responsible. Work also 
teaches our students obedient because 
certain rules are laid down. These rules are 
laws matter with which must deal 
daily his life. 

some our schools there tend- 
ency teach the students use some 
their spare moments play. The danger 
here lies the student’s taking play too 
seriously. Play really carries responsi- 
bilities, because game won lost, 


there effect the student’s real life. 
really gives nothing that another can 
use. The rules, too, are man-made and sub- 
ject change. There certainly proof 
that the training that one receives play 
transferred the real thing the work- 
ing world. Honesty, loyalty, and courage, 
some will say, are present, but are they? 
They not have the same meaning 
games they the world outside 
play. The value play physical de- 
velopment. does help the student 
forget himself. 


How About Punishment? 


very important problem for teacher 
parent the punishment teen-ager 
for his misdeeds. Should punished? 
The question can answered only one 
can and must called upon give 
account his misdeeds. All actions have 
two properties! The act either good 
one who performed the action. student 
can held responsible only for those acts 
which are done him. the student 
incapable human acts, then not 
responsible for his conduct. 

Human acts can hindered fear, 
passion, etc. These may lessen the perfec- 
tion the act. this true, then can 
say that the responsibility disappears? 
Today, there overeagerness release 
the teen-ager from all responsibilities for 
his misdeeds. many people today look 
upon our students with “don’t care atti- 
tude.” They seem deny that our students 
possess such thing free will. 

many our city courts today hear 
men and women the jury making such 
remarks this: heart; the kid 
not well; not hard him; give him 
another chance.” They blame his home life 
and his physical make-up for his mistakes. 
student, proved sane, should cod- 
for his misdeeds. should not 
excused from the effects the evil has 
done, just because knows that will 
not punished because the court has 
labeled him 

matter how may led into act, 
responsible God for his actions. Some, 
reading this article, may say that his re- 
sponsibility lessened because was in- 
does not disappear puff smoke. 
accepted his own free will the perform- 
ance the action!

Teacher Special Education, Sacred Heart School, New York 19, 


During the past decade the exceptional 
child and his needs, terms education, 
have become more widely known. Perhaps 
this understandable view increased 
interest the part educators meeting 
the challenges presented individual dif- 
ferences. This term, “exceptional child,” 
embraces all those who have mental, phys- 
ical, emotional characteristics that set 
them apart from the so-called average 
normal child. are going concern our- 
selves here with only one specific type 
exceptional mentally retarded. 
Many teachers may ask, “Who he?” 
“How can identify him?” 


Problems Identification 

The mentally handicapped child one

The most recent Catholic 
Its graduate school education develop- 
ing fine and growing program Special 
Education. 

spite many pressing problems, sev- 
eral dioceses have made real progress 
establishing special classes for the retarded 
within the past five years. The Directory 
Catholic Facilities for Exceptional Chil- 
dren which was published 1958 lists 
Catholic residential schools and Catholic 
day centers the United States. Through 
the generosity Mr. Joseph Kennedy, 
the Special Education program which has 
been functioning the New York Archdi- 
ocese since September, 1957, presently has 
five centers and planned for three more 
have opened September, 1959. The school 
centers are located parish schools and are 
under the direct jurisdiction the diocesan 
school superintendent, Rt. Rev. John Paul 
Haverty, through his director Special 
Education, Mr. Walter Kelly. 

Catholic programs for the retarded child 
are the increase and much the credit 
due the zealous work Rev. William 
Special Education department 
N.C.E.A., who has done much make 
their needs more widely known. 


Benefits the School 

Administrators, principals, and teachers 
may wonder how their school population 
will affected the placement 
group exceptional children their midst. 
speak here from experience. Provided 


attitude acceptance cultivated and 
fostered from the very beginning the 
staff and transmitted their pupils, there 
will insoluble problems. 

The very presence these exceptional 
children and their daily contact with the 
other boys and girls provides these latter 
with increased opportunity practice 
Christian charity and promote understand- 
ing the problems the handicapped. 
This training elementary 
school should transfer dealings with the 
less fortunate adult life. 

Generally speaking, the regular classes 
our Catholic schools are quite large. 
There little opportunity for the teacher 
carry sequential program arts 
and crafts. Exhibits work done this 
area the Special Class give the children 
the regular grades pride the accom- 
plishment school members. Recently, 
our Special Class won first prize the 
junior division the Christmas 
Crib contest.

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How grade school Sodality works

How can one organize elementary school Sodality? The 
actual organization rather simple after the official affiliation has 
been procured through the Queen’s Work. There are many possible 
ways organizing, and many forms have tried until 
workable one for particular school found. our school, the 
children the fifth through the eighth grades, boys separated 
from girls, comprise the various units. They are divided according 
grade level into many groups there are interested and 
willing moderators. These moderators may religious lay 
teachers from any grade, even from the primary grades. Our 
Sodality composed six units—three for the boys (fifth 
grade, sixth grade, and combined seventh and eighth grades) and 
similar units for the girls. Officers are appointed elected from 
the seventh and eighth grades. 

Each unit has one leader and four five assistant leaders 
conduct group discussions the unit meetings. short planning 
meeting the moderator and her unit leaders precedes the weekly 
Sodality meeting. bimonthly general meeting all sodalists 
provides sense unity and gives everyone opportunity 
share ideas well that contagious commodity labeled “enthusi- 
asm” the natural man and “zeal” the supernatural man. 
The moderators convene monthly for informal discussion 
the various problems they encounter their Sodality work. The 
results the moderators’ meetings are dynamically gratifying. 
The difficult becomes easy, and the impossible possible. 

illustration the importance and effectiveness the moder- 
ators’ meetings may gleaned from the following example. The 
monthly bimonthly private conference, which believe each 
moderator must have with her individual sodalists, presented 
problem our moderators who had large units. one our 
meetings this problem was discussed, and was suggested that 
the children eat their breakfast the social hall after the eight 
o’clock Mass first Saturdays (the monthly general Communion 
day). After breakfast one unit responsible for providing enter- 
tainment for the whole group. During this time, the various 
moderators have their conferences the classrooms adjacent 
the hall. Previously schedule drawn up, and, with good plan- 
ning, many twelve fifteen conferences are conducted 
during the breakfast and the ensuing program. This solution was 
very effective our situation. The problems will vary with 
circumstances, but the moderators will find appropriate answers 
given the opportunity.

Organizing Our Sodality

day. the afternoon that feast, those who had completed 
one year the Sodality received their aspirant medals, and those 
the seventh and eighth grades who had been outstanding 
Sodality for two years were permitted make the temporary 
act consecration. The prescribed ceremonial which followed 
was impressively beautiful its simplicity. Many the non- 
sodalists present the ceremony became more interested the 
Sodality, and, result, some even asked join. 
our purposes of: first, impressing upon the sodalists the serious 
obligation and wholehearted dedication they were pledging 
Mary sodalists her helpers helping Christ help souls; 
and, second, bringing the Sodality the attention many our 
students who had previously felt that was more than some 
pious club for sissies. 

were beginning feel that the students were gradually 
becoming Sodality conscious; but, with every project begun, 
could feel the crippling handicap ignorance. Parents, teachers, 
and others didn’t really understand the Sodality way life. 
few preconceived, vague, and often erroneous ideas constituted 
their knowledge it. was the case with conferences previously 
mentioned, the moderators had the answer. One Sister moderator 
volunteered write play explaining the Sodality way life 
and starring our sodalists. Each unit had special assignment, 
and all worked together produce masterpiece, not itself, 
least its results. Parents, priests, teachers, sodalists, and 
Sisters from neighboring schools were invited; and the outcome 
was just what wanted better understanding and greater 
appreciation the Sodality way life.

Teaching the Sodality Way Life 


Mindful the importance developing deep interior life 
even our youngest sodalists, plans were made for day 
recollection. Adult sodalists from neighboring university con- 
ducted the boys’ day recollection, and sodalists from hospital 
professional Sodality conducted the conferences for the girls 
simultaneously. Our junior sodalists were deeply impressed 
their first partial “retreat” day.

The personal 
apostolate the budding sodalists will different the 
individual members. However, behind each apostolic 
personal group—there constant effort the part 
each sodalist become better Christ-bearer and better Christ- 
sharer. Our work guidance, encouragement, 
word caution moderators: let the sodalists themselves 
initiate, plan, and carry out their own apostolic actions. This 
the only way can ever hope form lay apostolic leaders. Such 
procedure must used their earliest formation. 

Sodality, like many other worthwhile things, doesn’t just 
happen. There must much prayer and constant sacrifice get 
started and keep growing. one Sister appointed 
the school Sodality moderator, she may motivate and encourage, 
but she must have willing and interested assistant moderators. 
The concerted efforts zealous group are necessary sell 
Sodality school and maintain true Bis Saeculari Sodality. 
Remember that our late Pope Pius XII said that would 
better not have Sodality than have one that not pat- 
terned after the Bis Saeculari and the Common Rules 1910.

thinking quite easy and quite useful 
throughout the pupil’s career, and out 
school: But this, had get out 
own set logic notes, for your philoso- 
pher delights large and complicated 
words requiring for their understanding 
acquaintance with Latin and Greek. 
when book starts off with the difference 
between categorematic 
matic words, the student needs couple 
years college know what they mean. 
Meanwhile, has developed his common 
sense and rule-of-thumb reasoning which 
makes him scornful elementary stuff 
has long known jumbled way, and 
justly scornful science that uses palpa- 
ble untruths its examples reasoning. 
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Thus thoroughly reputable book 
trates the four figures the syllogism: 

musicians are Italians. 

All barbers are musicians. 
barbers are Italians. 
All gentlemen are polite. 
gamblers are polite. 
gamblers are gentlemen. 
Some books are not edifying. 
All books are interesting. 
Some interesting things are not 
edifying. 

All business men are self-confident. 

self-confident men are religious. 
religious men are business men. 

Only serious-minded student will 
able recognize values under this tripe, 
which neither sensible nor interesting. 
The author himself has led the expression 
contempt for the subject such inane 
treatment. 

The ancient proof Socrates’ mortality 
hardly thrilling modern youth, but 
least very likely was tossed out with 
grin the teacher who first used it, and 
received with amusement resentment 
the class. That example should have been 
dropped more than two thousand years 
ago, but least made sense. 


Detecting Falsehood 


first experience teaching formal 
logic was with the Newman Club Tulane 
and Newcome Universities. construct 
example the syllogism requested, 
“Give proposition.” One the boys 
complied with, “Carol has quarter.” 
did not ask what was the joke but the 
hot New Orleans night immediately sug- 
gested the development: 

All who have money must buy for the 

class accordingly. 
Carol has quarter. 
She must buy five cokes. 

Carol answered that she needed carfare 
home. That was the correct refutation 
particular negative contradicting uni- 
versal affirmative. But was her contradic- 
tory true one? “Not all,” said the 
others. “She has perfectly good thumb. 
She can easily get ride etc. 


Carol’s responsibility the class was 
debated length and each argument given 
its place the text. least they were all 
alert and interested. 

might start class: “What did 
you have psychology today? Let see 
how his statements look syllogism.” 
With such examples, what was supposed 
hour’s class generally went three, 
when the janitor put out, and might 
continue while longer the steps out- 
side. This without any scholastic credit, 
just interest formal logic presented 
with immediate application their prob- 
lems. 

The next opportunity introducing 
logic was class high school seniors, 
and English was not the native language 
the pupils, had begin simplification, 
which small matter when the subject 
was originally learned from the usual text- 
books. 

prize pupil turned first-class 
paper the assignment: “For each 
these, put into single syllogism and dis- 
cuss the arguments: (1) Declaration 
Independence; (2) Lamentation Jere- 
mias; (3) Kipling’s Ballad East and 
West.” That indicates the objectives the 
course: make student able analyze 
writing for cold reasoning and conse- 
quently recognize and appreciate the 
underlying theme. 


Learning Think

have heard boys this type later who 
laid their younger brothers not 
make the same mistake. 

The final hurdle was cleared when 
kindergarten teacher took logic her 
charges. Calling four children front, 
she turned one them around with his 
back the others and asked, “Which one 
different?” That was easy. “But he’s 
still boy, isn’t he? has the boy-nature, 
that what makes him boy and not 
rabbit pigeon. just accident that 
turned around. Accident anything 
that can happen not happen. Nature 
always the same. will have the same 
nature and still Johnny when 
big man, though all the accidents will 
change.” Nature and accidents are repeated 
enough during the year that the distinction 
firmly established. 

Once when the teacher remarked brightly 
the end recess: “We’d better all 
out the sun may turn into sun- 
flowers,” five-year-old philosopher gravely 
set her right. “We can’t. That’s not our 
nature.” That enough for the first year, 
but small item when consider 
how many people have gone astray for 
failing distinguish between these two 
fundamental concepts. 


More Tyranny Words 

later grades and get the 
children ready for quick review the 
eighth grade and plunge into the syllogism. 
Since was intended for Catholic school, 
use the Bible main source il- 
lustration; the reasoning plain and ac- 
curate. And take some arguments direct 
from Catholic apologetics. This has been 
critized, but have have examples 
from somewhere and there reason 
for shunning subject interesting this 
particular class. Since evolution furnishes 
convenient examples fallacy, have 
drawn freely that. 

Always, seek uphold the meaning 
the word education, “to lead out,” 
make them stretch.

Willis Nutting Notre Dame com- 
mented concerning eighth grade class, 
not talk down them all, 
you lecture though you were talking 
that was much more careful big words 
than when lectured the Newman Club 
Tulane, having mind story told 
one seminary teachers, who, 
youngster, had taken home his books, and 
his older brother, truck driver, inquired, 
“What th’ell this physicology?” Think- 
ing that for once had something big 
brother the student airily replied, “Why 
don’t think you’d know much more 
told you.” 


“Huh! you can’t tell words 
can understand, you don’t understand and 
are just kidding yourself.” 

The youngster had sense and humility 
enough make the test, and found that 
did not know half much about his 
year’s work had supposed, his 
rating examination gave him. spent 
his vacation rewriting his notes and largely 
result became very clear lecturer. 


Results Are Rewarding 

teaching method: rush the class 
through the first two parts, logic the 
concept and logic the judgment, bring- 
ing many interesting examples can 
find, especially fallacies, refute. Then 
give complete review more elaborate 
and thorough than the first time over. 
This usually brings the Christmas 
vacation, another quick review, and 
tackle the syllogism, using the same proc- 
ess, over twice, and then into analysis 
whatever comes handy; lessons the days 
Lent, articles from our own Parish Bulle- 
tin, proofs from apologetics, reprints 
hektograph offset, other matter, es- 
pecially articles that contain obvious errors 
which the students enjoy refuting.

Music Education vs. Entertainment 


education Catholic schools has 
made many great strides forward since the 
war, particularly organizational aspects, 
and regard the amount thought 
given administrators. Nevertheless, 
the fact that programs music education 
are planned greater detail and that 
these programs reach more children than 
programs former times does not warrant 
the assumption, often made, that music 
education our day and age dealing 
effectively with its problems. First all, 
‘we must measure the program against the 
raw material with which deals. Second, 
must measure against the goals 
seeks attain. 


Background Music

special situation exists which makes music 
education subject certain limitations. 
Children not come school with the 
background music which they enjoy 
language. From the time they are able 
express simple ideas until they enter school 
the age five six, they gather 
immense amount experience using 
their language, and when they enter the 
formal program studies, they are able 
begin the work with spelling and gram- 
mar which will make them literate. Not so, 
however, with music. rare child 
who comes school with more than 
passing glance printed page music 
his only idea the printed language 


the art, and many cases the child 
has familiarity with the notation 
music until very advanced age, usually 
eight ten years. the time when 
beginning the study music, already 
has considerable background language, 
numbers, visual arts, and other fields. 
Music, therefore, lags behind the other 
subjects, and nearly every instance, 
never catches up. 

Music education, therefore, cannot 
treated merely one many subjects 
the curriculum. is, fact, what 
may call low element the “profile,” 
and the child will usually show enor- 
mous gap between his knowledge and tech- 
niques music and those other fields. 
unrealistic, therefore, plan the 
music program though could move 
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the same level and same pace the 
programs other subjects. The child will 
learn music more slowly and 
oughly, hour for hour, than will learn 
other subjects, laying aside inequalities 
from other sources. 

regard the goals sought the 
program music education, must dis- 
tinguish between the ideal goals often en- 
visioned music educators, and the real 
goals which are attainable under present 
conditions. Whether music educators 
preschool environment which can produce 
child with experience music which 
any way approaches his experience lan- 
guage other fields; moreover, are 
unable provide school program which 
can make for the lack. Whether can 
something the near future correct 
either situation entirely beside the point. 
Here and now are faced with choosing 
attainable goals for our programs which 
will not sacrifice quality idealism. 


Performers Are Scarce 

hard thing for many music edu- 
cators admit, but presently out 
the question try make every child 
participant some aspect performing 
music, even the elementary level. Un- 
fortunately, this what most programs 
music education try do. The rhythm 
band and the preinstrumental class are 
two examples the trend. Such con- 
cept difficult defend, for under 
program which emphasizes “participant” 
activities, the amount time given in- 
dividual instruction and lessons tech- 
niques must enormous order pro- 
duce results minimum standard 
proficiency. If, usually the case, the 
child left himself for nine tenths 
the class period except for the very gen- 
eral instruction the group, has 
chance having personal faults may 
develop eliminated individual instruc- 
tion. His experience the music class over 
period years amounts making 
sounds pseudo instruments which have 
more relationship the sounds 
great music than those which emanate 
from the barnyard, except that they have 
rhythmic organization sorts. Then, 
too, the bigger the class the less possible 
real music making becomes, for the artistic 
value the result becomes microscopic 
nil, due loss control over the indi- 
vidual efforts. 

are not going make nation 
amateur performers, therefore, unless 
consider soloists wood blocks and paper 
kazoos falling into this category. Per- 
formers will still trained through pri- 
vate lessons, and these are usually outside 
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the field classroom music, except 
those. rare cases where classes are larger 
than three four children usually 
found only exclusive private schools. 

The two defenses most often heard for 
rhythm-band projects and the like are 
these: (1) that the teacher will able 
discover talented students for future as- 
signment private teachers, and (2) that 
the rhythm band will bring the student 
love music and take interest 
throughout his life. Now may true 
that children with good rhythmic co-ordina- 
tion and flair for following directions can 
discovered through the rhythm band, 
but does not take the years rhythm- 
band projects commonly applied today 
find these few potential musicians. far 
the influence such experience the 
child’s future love music concerned, 
there reason pray that may not 
much, for the mutilated excerpts from 
classical masters, the trivial little ditties, 
and the distorted folk songs which are 
used background for the rhythm band 
cannot convey sense taste, proportion, 
knowledge the unfortunate children 
upon whom they are inflicted. 


Provide Listening Experience 

Since music education, therefore, can- 
not expected, under existing conditions, 
produce nation amateur partic- 
ipants any artistic value, well that 
the program drawn with this fact 
mind. What really must do, are 
fulfill our obligations educators, 
provide the child with the type 
listening experience and the kind 
edge which will give him the opportunity 
become adult music lover taste 
and perception. Participants the making 
music will continue come from pri- 
vate studios, but may hope that the 
provision adult population with sound 
musical taste and understanding will also 
provide encouragement which will raise 
the level participation. 

Training our children the true values 
taste, perception, and understanding 
not easy. requires trained teachers who 
have the qualities they wish impart 
firmly established their 
grounds. Unless, for example, the teacher 
can make intelligent comments about the 
classical symphony, contrasted with 
that later years, unless can readily 
recognize the themes the major works 
the great composers, there little 
can offer start. The usual clichés about 
Mozart’s genius child, Beethoven’s 
deafness, Schumann’s eccentricity, etc., ac- 
companied recorded examples Mo- 
zart’s overworked major piano sonata, 
the theme the Moonlight Sonata 


Beethoven, and such chestnuts does not 
constitute real program guided listen- 
ing. Some opportunity hear masterworks 
long-range plan, coupled with genuine 
imparting information about the music 
itself, rather than romantic anecdotes about 
the composers, must attained. 


Need Trained Teachers 

One the obstacles the creation 
better musical climate our schools 
the inadequacy the training given the 
teacher. wonder that, faced with 
the problems teaching music without 
adequate background the field, the 
teacher resorts plan which easy for 
person with sketchy training: that 
making the music period into recreation 
hour. The children usually enjoy the music 
program, not only because there usually 
homework for the course, but also be- 
cause serves kind respite from 
the “more difficult” subjects. The oppor- 
tunity beat drum pound triangle 
for half hour so, dance around 
the room fragments Beethoven’s 
Fifth, will prove satisfying the child’s 
urge use energy, and resembles 
the recess period enough make fun. 
The fact that nobody learns anything 
lasting value beside the point the 
weary teacher. least gets through 
the program the basis the modicum 
training has. sure, there are 
other aspects the music hour, partic- 
ularly the Catholic school: training 
chant, the singing folk songs and the 
like, but unless this combined with train- 
ing sight singing, the whole 
amounts little more than rote-song work 
extended scale. Moreover, there 
deplorable tendency for Catholic teachers 
give the impression the children that 
Church music greater musical value 
than, for example, the classical symphony, 
merely because written for the Church. 
This nonsense serves, some cases, 
warp the viewpoint the children who 
might otherwise gain something from the 
study chant and other fine Church 
music. 


general, then, the problem the 


hands administrators and supervisors, 
for the road solid method marked 
out for them terms better training for 
teachers and down-to-earth, bread-and- 
butter attitude toward real musical values 
taste, perception, and factual knowledge. 
Unless can move forward these lines, 
the extension music-education programs 
the unprecedentedly large number 
children now school will result merely 
the extension self-satisfied mediocrity 
precisely the same large number 
adults, ten years hence. 
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The latest applications science are 
always given prominence the news and 
are frequent topics conversation. Science 
brings men increase power, but 
with increasing power comes increase 
responsibility, and should come increase 
human dignity. Yet outside the Catholic 
Church there has been evidence 
increasing responsibility, quite the reverse. 
easy task shoulder responsibility, 
and the attempts some modern philoso- 
phers relieve man responsibility have 
succeeded only depriving him his 
humanity for man’s dignity lies this, 
that alone the universe capable 
triumph failure, sin sanctity, since 
man alone can answer for his actions. 


Elementary Science Fundamental 

All Catholic educators must conscious 
that the problem science deserves care- 
ful consideration. not sufficient 
teach the scientific facts the laboratory 
any purely materialistic scientist might 
teach them, and then the classroom teach 
the truths Faith. Our Catholic teaching 
science must conscious reaching out 
the one truth, which God revealed 
His creation. 

Let clearly understood that Catholic 
scientific education has nothing whatever 
with the training technicians 
science specialists. Doubtless reasonable 
proportion our Catholic youth will 
absorbed into industry technicians, while

versities become specialists some 
branch science. These will greatly 
helped having had sound basic science 
course, but the school science course for 
the lower grades must planned edu- 
cate all the pupils regardless their possi- 
ble future careers. 


Avoid Materialism 

second danger that taking 
purely utilitarian view science. The pub- 
lic being constantly reminded the new 
and varied articles that science daily 
placing the market, but the fact that 
thousands men and women have 
need for these articles not being broad- 
cast. are told how science has raised 
the standard living, and this true and 
itself good; but few stop consider 
that this resulting increasing num- 
ber Christians living such comfort 
that they dare not accept the challenge 
Christ take the Cross daily and 
follow Him. One the alarming outcomes 
the wholesale application scientific 
discovery everyday life that the 
“tempo” living has increased such 
extent that many young people can 
stand the racket only consuming 
more and more those drugs this same 
science producing. Perhaps the greatest 
practical joke played our intelligence 
the name science the hurtling into 


space earth satellites. Obviously none 
this has any value the education 
Catholic youth. The tragedy our age 
that the moment our greatest scien- 
tific discoveries have substituted tech- 
nology for science. 

The aim our Catholic science teachers 
must train the intellect the young 
that they can see the universe 
whole, really is; the mighty laws 
nature emanating from the divine will, 
for, the words the Holy Father: 
“What indeed, are these mighty laws 
nature not shadow, and some sort 
faint image, the depth and immensity 
the divine plan the vast cathedral 
the universe.” Surely, then, there 
grave obligation all Catholic science 
teachers show their pupils the best 
their ability, the design the universe 
whole and man’s part the universe, 
that while they impart the fundamental 
principles science, they instill that sense 
reverence and wonder gifts 
man which leads the recognition indi- 
vidual and social responsibility use all 
accordance with the divine law. Only 
can hope save the world, and souls, 
from that total physical and moral destruc- 
tion which threatens from the sinful appli- 
cation modern scientific discoveries. 


Stress Accurate Observation 
The method that must adopted must, 
course, scientific from the start 
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the lower grades. Children quickly appreci- 
ate the fact that science can deal only with 
those things that can seen, touched, 
detected the senses, some sensitive 
instrument designed aid sense percep- 
tions, provided that they are brought into 
direct contact with nature the field 
experiment the laboratory, and are not 
expected learn their science directly 
from textbook. Simple observations and 
experiments lead some theory; 
theory has then tested further 
experiments which, their turn, lead 
further deductions. The young pupil must 
first taught use his her eyes and 
then make some accurate record writing 
diagram what has been observed. 
Large clear diagrams and short accurate 
descriptions together with faithful record 
all results and measurements taken 
the time the experiment very im- 
portant part the child’s introduction 
scientific method. The scope the observa- 
tions must necessarily depend the situa- 
tion the school, but should, whenever 
possible, include observations made some 
natural environment such the field, the 
woods, the seashore, well simple 
laboratory measurements and experiments. 

valuable introduction scientific 
method can made through elementary 
chemistry. The pupil can set take 
simple compounds pieces and build 
new ones. For example: oxygen can 
obtained the action heat various 
compounds and can recognized its 
power relighting glowing splinter. 
Carbon can produced from the carbo- 
hydrates. Now start building up. The 
carbon burned oxygen and the gas 
formed passed into limewater that 
can recognized again. The class now 
asked: “Is the carbon really the gas?” 
This starts new set experiments; this 
gas that turns limewater milky produced 
from various carbonates, and finally the 
carbon regained burning magnesium 
ribbon the gas. Now the children must 
given new lead; they are told 
breathe down tube into limewater. The 
discovery that they are themselves breath- 
ing out this gas made from carbon and 
oxygen starts new series questions. 
Yes! they have all eaten sugar starch 
but where did they get the oxygen? Were 
they any warmer after meal? other 
living things breathe? and through 
series investigations. All these simple 
experiments can carried out the 
children themselves and the doing 
them they find enormous pleasure while 
all the time they are advancing manipu- 
lative skill and power observation and 
are learning the right kind deductions 
make from experiments. 
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year spent some such series 
simple experiments together with observa- 
tion living things the field and labora- 
tory, and simple physical measurements 
prepares the child set out the following 
year more systematic study the uni- 
verse with great enthusiasm. 


Strengthening the Foundation 

Space here permits only brief sketch 
activities for the next three years. The 
second year can given solving the 
problem: What purpose plants serve 
the universe? The aim this work 
demonstrate the wonderful order 
found among created things, the depend- 
ence plant life the simple inorganic 


chemicals, the interdependence plants 


and animals, and man’s dependence both 
plants and animals for his mode living. 
The scientific facts that must worked 
out are: 


How the plant structure fitted for the 
building organic materials from the 
inorganic chemicals the air, water, and soil. 
How this organic material stored special 
plant organs where serves for the nourish- 
ment man and animals. How plant decay 
has provided man with coal from which in- 
numerable products are obtained. Other uses 
plant products such timber, cotton, linen, 
and paper can also brought in. 

How the plants convert light energy 
chemical energy the process photosynthe- 
sis which may used almost immediately 
may stored for centuries. This process 
the main source the world’s energy with 
the exception hydroelectricity and the 
future, perhaps, atomic energy. 


The second year’s work will, therefore, 
have include thorough botanical knowl- 
edge the externals plant structure to- 
gether with the processes pollination and 
fertilization leading seed formation. 
will also necessary teach the chemi- 
cal nature and properties the air, acids, 
bases and salts, solutions and solubility; 
while the physics will have explain os- 
mosis, capillarity, diffusion gases, and the 
elementary properties light including re- 
flection and refraction and color formation. 

The same method can applied the 
home the running which science has 
had very direct influence. All young 
people should understand the fundamental 
principles such everyday essentials 
town life water supply, the sewage sys- 
tem, gas and electricity the home, and 
the gasoline engine. course possible 
for girl use all the modern devices 
home life quite mechanically. She may turn 
floor, she may open canned food talk 
her friends the telephone, she may 
the television, and all the time she may 
ignorant the working any these 


things. But think more accordance 
with human dignity intelligent crea- 
ture that our girls should have reasonable 
knowledge the applications science 
daily life.

Father Mennite’s study the rela- 
tionship between class size and pupil 
achievement was based the records 
selected eighth grades the office 
the Diocesan Superintendent Schools 
Harrisburg, Pa. includes classes 
which ranged size from 
pupils and includes total 900 stu- 
dents. The median size class was 
pupils. this basis some people (the 
N.E.A., for example) would say that 
there were small classes the study. 

The result the study generally 
that significant relationship was es- 
tablished between the size class and 
pupil achievement measured dioce- 
san examination six subject fields; 
the subject fields language and reli- 
gion significant relationship was found 
and favor the large classes. 
interpreting the results three cautions 
should observed: (1) the examina- 
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tions may not valid measure 
pupil achievement; (2) the lack re- 
lationship between the I.Q. and exami- 
nation scores may cast doubt (1); 
and (3) some classes may have been 
conditioned for the examination. 

terms past research, the author 
inclined agree with Irwin’s state- 
ment that “apparently the nearest ap- 
proach the truth single statement 
say that the results these in- 
vestigations indicate that the size the 
class has little, anything with 
educational efficiency measured terms 
pupil achievement.” 

The statistical analysis the study 
interpreted showing relation- 
ship between class size and pupil achieve- 
ment, and there any, with the 
larger classes. this respect the studies 
agree with past research but they note 
what lacking all studies, inability 
control the variable teacher ability. 
says that the final analysis one 
cannot but agree with Howard Blake 
that teacher ability “is important 
variable which has not been adequately 
controlled past studies and not 
possible attribute findings solely 
class size experiments which not 
take teacher ability into account.” 

The author his “conclusions” 
makes number significant state- 
ments which might constitute good 
basis for staff meeting the super- 
large school: 

Study class size tends bring 
the front the more important problem 
teacher ability. 

The study agrees with past studies 
“that the claim that smaller classes 
make for superior achievement hardly 
valid. Therefore the small class must 
justified other claims made for it.”

indefensible argue for some 
arbitrary common class size for all 
schools for “local conditions, purpose, 
quality desired education, and ability 
teachers must weighed.”

Class size does not seem the 
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best indicator the quality school. 
And statement the Journal 
Education (January, 1949) summarizes 
common-sense view the administra- 
tive problem:

The idea the triple births Christ 
associated with the Masses medieval,

Vernacular Missals Recent 

The exact translation the liturgy 
the day into the language the country, 
found our present Missals for the 
laity, relatively recent. For centuries such 
exact translation was forbidden 
Church law. find the Sacred Congre- 
gation Rites late 1851 still formally 
forbidding the exact translation the 
Ordinary the Mass. 1877, however, 
had limited its decree saying that the 
approval such translations was reserved 
the local bishop. was Pope Leo XIII 
who 1897 did away with all earlier pro- 
hibitions the vernacular Missal. 
only the late nineteenth and early twen- 
tieth centuries that literal translations made 
their appearance any numbers. was 
Bishop John England Charleston, South 
Carolina, who gave the first American 
printed Missal for the laity. 

The Missal use today stems, sub- 
stance, from the Council Trent. St. Pius 
decree 1570 (still printed Latin 
the front every Missal used the 
priest the altar) ordered the universal 
Church abide the work done the 
Council Trent. The only exception made 
was favor customs more than two 
hundred years old. The Council had under- 
taken and brought completipn revision 
the service books. The revision was 
great blessing the universal Church. 
substance, the Council cleared the Mass 
accumulations nonessential matter, 
such pious literary compositions, too 
heavy accent local customs, and, 
general, overemphasis minor 
matters. brought the structure the 
historic Roman Mass stand out clear 
outline. 


Parts the Missal 


When broken down into its elements, the 
Missal gathering together service 
books that were one time distinct. This 
can seen the various parts the 
Proper the Mass (the parts that change) 
are considered their sources. 
The present-day high Mass, incidentally, 
still gives several clues this historical 
background.

can thus see how today’s Missal has 
brought these various books under one 
cover. The Sacramentaries were used 
the bishop (or presiding priest) and sup- 
plied him with the prayers needed for 
the administration the Sacraments (pri- 
marily the Eucharist). The Canon the 
Mass, incidentally, not always found 
Sacramentaries for the early centuries 
Christianity the presiding minister often 
knew heart paraphrased his prayers 
around set formula which corresponded 
the Canon. Many old Missals, especially 
those previous the discovery printing, 
are not properly such; they are really 
Sacramentaries, since they lack the sung 
and read elements well the ceremonial 
directives. the Sacramentaries that 
have supplied with the texts numer- 
ous ancient prayers. The three great ones 
are the Leonine, Gelasian, and Gregorian 
Sacramentaries. 


Outstanding Missals 

The Catholic Church has spread over 
many nations the course the centuries. 
With its great and absorbing history one 
would think that few particular Missals 
would have appeared that are deserving 
special comment any consideration 
the history worship. And such the 
case. 

The Lay Folks Mass Book about 
1150. Despite its title this popular work 
did not follow the liturgical formulas very 
closely; most its prayers are verse. 
the title suggests was issued Eng- 
land. abounds peculiarities. Copies 
are available public libraries today. 

The Constance Missal, called be- 
cause was prepared for the Diocese 
Constance, Germany, Gutenburg, the 
inventor printing. carries date but 
presumed that was printed about 
1443. This would place about seven 
years previous the renowned Gutenberg 
Bible which has been generally considered 
the first printed book. Only three 
copies the Constance Missal are known

preserved the Morgan Library New 
York City which purchased July, 
1953, from the Capuchin Abbey Romont 
Switzerland. Scholars are inclining 
the opinion that this probably the oldest 
book made from movable type. 

The so-called Schott Missal Ger- 
many. This was issued German Bene- 
dictine that name and enjoyed great 
popularity. ran through editions 
years. Because Church legislation 
(mentioned earlier this article) did 
not carry translation the Canon until 
1900. 

The Roman Missal Translated Into 
the English Language for the Use the 
Laity Bishop John England, first bishop 
Charleston, South Carolina. This was, 
said earlier, the first American Missal 
and was printed the William Creagh 
Company New York 1822. Bishop 
England translated many the prayers 
from the Latin himself although did 
keep the initial work that had been done 
Dr. Tessier, president St. Mary’s 
Seminary, Baltimore. For 
texts Bishop England followed the transla- 
tion the English Bishop Challoner. The 
fact that had literal translation the 
Ordinary and the Canon occasioned some 
delay acceptance Church 
authorities. 

The Stedman Missal, popularly 
called, was issued the American Confra- 
ternity the Most Precious Blood. This 
book because simplifying features un- 
doubtedly introduced hundreds 
sands the American laity the regular 
use Missal. Some fifteen million copies 
were circulated within six years after 
its appearance 1939. 

The St. Andrew Missal interest 
students the history the Liturgical 
Movement appeared shortly after the 
famous pioneer Congress the Liturgical 
Movement held Malines, Belgium, 
1909. The Congress did much move the 
liturgical life the Church the direction 
popular understanding and participation. 
The success the St. Andrew Missal was 
immediate, largely because its judicious 
combination text informational 
notes. 

One reason for the great volume 
Missal sales undoubtedly the fact that 
the Missal now being used text for 
religious instruction all levels Catholic 
education. Another reason congregational 
participation the Mass. And Catholic 
education grows, sales will continue 
mount. fact, the Missal seems have 
absorbed great extent the sales area 
formerly held the general Catholic 
prayer book.

Professor Shalloo, University Pennsyl- 
vania, has accused the belief free will 
having “probably set back our under- 
standing human conduct least 500 
years. Donald Taft, head the 
sociology department, University Illinois, 
even charged that some “important and 
basic way” the religious stand for free will 
and human responsibility makes the church 
factor the causation crime! 


What Free Will? 


Many these criminologists make 
evident that they not much under- 
stand the meaning the term “free will.” 
Thus Dr. Barnes has given the weird 
explanation that the concept means “that 
man was perfectly capable choosing any 
type behavior, irrespective the pe- 
culiar circumstances his biological back- 
ground and his social environment. Entirely 
independent his ancestry and training, 
was held that any person was any 
time perfectly free decide, for example, 
enter church with air piety and 


penitence remain outside and cast stones 
the structure derision.” wonder 
the distinguished psychologist William 
James complained even sixty years ago 
that “caricatures the kind supposition 
which free will demands abound deter- 
ministic literature.” 

reply the Barnes type miscon- 
ception Dr. Abraham philosopher 
the University London, tells his 
magnificent article the 1950 printing 
the Encyclopaedia Britannica, “No one 
means free will that any man free 
make any choice any time. Obviously 
there could only freedom within limits. 
man’s choice limited his heredity, 
the conditioning which has been 
subjected, social pressures, his oppor- 
tunities, the means his disposal.” The 
Dartmouth professor philosophy, Wilbur 
Marshall Urban, neatly sums the free 
will explanation saying, “Freedom means 
simply the ability have conscious mo- 
tives, understand the meaning our 
actions, and have the power modify 
them the direction some end ideal. 
Both responsibility and freedom must, 
their very nature, have degrees.” 

All this but restatement the thir- 
teenth-century statement St. Thomas, 
despised the University Illinois 
professor, Dr. England, outmoded, since 
“during the nineteenth century Western 
man finally wrenched his mind free from 
the remnants medieval thought.” Thus 
have St. Thomas telling that 
thing said under our control 
through the reason and will; and therefore 
the more the reason and will anything 
their own accord, and not through the 
impulse passion, the more volun- 
tary and under our control. Some- 
away the use reason altogether. that 
case reason can drive the passion away

Modern Defenders Free Will 
Evidence that among modern scholars 
free will very much alive, despite the 
scornful denial Dr. England, have 
from the most noted universities Amer- 
ica. For example, the Harvard philosopher 
John Wild declares, “Man alone free 
because understands his end, such, 
and the necessary means attain his end.” 
His Harvard confrere, Raphael Demos, 
there demanding recognition—to 
naturalized rather than deported; and the 
judgments practical reason are bound 
with our life all its phases, not

Cause Mental Ill Health 
Even the classroom teaching determin- 


ism has its evil consequences upon the 
student student. Determinism one 
those things that the Harvard Psycho- 
Educational Clinic has found “Causes 
Mental Health Among College Stu- 
dents”: first reaction one dis- 
illusionment, with its consequent self-de- 
preciation the thought being 
gullible the past, accompanied 
intense dislike for those people and insti- 
tutions that had led him along blindfolded 
for twenty years. The second reaction 
generally intense feeling worthless- 
ness, feeling that man but animal 
slightly higher than the beasts the field.” 
The effect the determinist theory upon 
that earlier Harvard man, William 
threatened even more disastrous. 
his Letters read that “suicide seemed 
the most manly thing put daring 
into.” year later, after having insistently 
made the free-will assumption, joyfully 
was last spring, this time! Then 
hypochondriacal and now with 
mind cleared and restored sanity. 
It’s the difference between death and life.” 

Dr. England may seem too good 
true, but humans are not mere 
“molecules the wave the future,” but 
the architects our own destiny.

Crossword Puzzles Help 

Upon the completion the study 
given number units the speller, 
the end quarter semester’s work, 
the students are acquainted with the struc- 
ture crossword puzzle and the rules 
followed making one their own. 
The best method learning this 
the study crossword puzzles found 
current newspapers and periodicals. From 
these the teacher should point out the 
pupils the differences size the various 
puzzles, the exact numbering each word 
from left right regardless whether 
the word read vertically horizontally, 
the small number spaces without letters 
and the absence letters which are iso- 
lated from any word. From these puzzles 
the pupils should also study the carefully 
worded definitions used clues for words 
down and across. should noted that 
these definitions must clear, accurate, 


and straightforward. avoid any errors, 
always check with dictionary before de- 
ciding definition used. Have 
pupils also note the abbreviations, the 
initials, and directions which are used 
help fill where words cannot found. 
Another important factor noted 
the punctuation that used writing 
these definitions and clues for the words 
the puzzle. When all these have been 
thoroughly studied and carefully noted 
the board, remains for the students 
themselves construct their original puz- 
zles. 


Specialized Vocabularies 

Before the students begin work their 
own puzzles, wise for the teacher 
designate the number words taken 
from the spelling lessons already studied.

The school report for the Archdiocese 
Cincinnati for 1958-59 shows total 68,936 
enrolled the elementary schools and 16,194 
the high schools.

the annual “every pupil test” English, 
arithmetic, spelling, and reading prepared 
the state department education, the diocesan 
median was usually trifle higher than the 
state median. 

The Archdiocese also conducts standard- 
ized testing program for elementary schools, 
which scored Science Research Associates. 
The schools the Archdiocese made ex- 
cellent record these tests. 

From 1950 1959, the percentage lay 
teachers the elementary schools rose from 
11.9 34.2 and high schools from 14.8 
20.2. The Archdiocese conducts 
program for lay teachers, with three Catholic 
institutions offering reduced tuition for teach- 
ers training. 

Three and per cent the boys and one 
per cent the girls who graduated from the 
eighth grade 1958 were enrolled junior 
seminaries other schools giving preliminary 
training for the priesthood religious life. 

advanced program mathematics was 
conducted four high schools. These students 
are expected allowed skip elementary 
college courses mathematics. 

Special tests religion were given all 
high school seniors May; 1958. The tests 
covered: dogma, morals, Christ and the Bible, 
the Church and Church history, and Catholic 
attitudes. The test Catholic attitudes cov- 
ered six areas: Catholic literature, apostolic 
spirit, Church support, Catholic education, 
censorship, and pertinent current questions. 

The following tentative conclusions for the 
tests religion are stated the report:
